The Founder of the Blue-Coat School 
is supposed to haye been Edward VI., but it 
was in reality his father, Henry VIIT.. In one 
of his pious moments towards the close of his 
reign, the “ English Sultan" gave the Grey 
Friars’ Church to the City, to be devoted to the 
relief of the poor. 'The giít, confirmed by the 
youthful King, Edward V1., was announced by 
Dr. Ridley, Bishop-of Rochester, during n sermon 
at St. Paul's Cross. Edward lived only about a 
month after he signed the Charter of Incorporation 
Awakened by his fervour, and touched by his 
untimely end, the citizens in six months patched 
up the monastery sufficiently to accommodate 
340 boys, increased to 380 by the end of the 


year. : 
The Great Fire \ 

of 1666 destroyed the Grey Friars’. Church, 

which Sir Christopher Wren shortly after rebuilt 

a little farther to the east. Except the cloisters, 

the major part of the school was rebuilt by 


Wren. 
The New Scheme 


for the reorganisation of this ancient foundation 
received the Royal assent on Aug. 15, 1890, and 
came into force in January 1891. It provided 
that the boys' boarding-school should contain 
700 pupils, the preparatory school 120 juniors, 
and the girls’ school 350 scholars, these three 
establishments being known as hospital schools. 
Two day schools, with accommodation for 600 
boys and 400 girls, should subsequently be 
started.. Under the new scheme, education was 
to be provided for 2170 children instead of for 
1200, and many more girls were to be provided 
for. The land at Horsham cost £53,000, and 
the buildings will cost about £300,000. It is 


expected tbat the new premises will be' ready 
for occupation next summer. 


The Rev. A. W. Upcott 


has just been elected by the Council of Almoners 
Head Master of Christ's Hospital, in succession 
to-the Rex. R. Lee, whose resignation takes 
place at the end of the 1902 Lent term. The 
new Head Master is forty-four years of age, and 
was educated at Sherborne School and Exeter 
College, Oxford. The stipend is £1500 a year, 
with a residence, and there were.&hirty - two 
candidates for the vacancy. 


La Scala; 


the first Opera House in Italy, is closed, owing 
to the withdrawal of the subsidy of 300,000 
francs granted by the Municipality of Milan 
Last week by an overwhelming majority of votes 
by the Socialist and Clerical party, it was decided 
that La Scala should haveno further assistance 
from public funds. The Socialists’ argument was 
that only the rich cared for opera, while the 
Clericals considered opera immoral. The result 
is that no more operas will be given at La Scala. 
The house in past days was celébrated for the 
production of works which havé become famous 
throughout Europe, while to sing at La Scala was 
sufficient to make the fameof a vocalist. The effect 
of the Milan decision will probably be that theatres 
on the Continent will in future cease to obtain 
any assistance from the public funds. - Already 
in Paris there is а movement in favour of tlientres 
being conducted by private enterprise, as in this 
country, the example of the Royal Opera, Covent 
Garden, being quoted at a meeting recently iu

Пія Majesty, the only modification being its adapta'ior tohis 
head. St. Edward's Crown is the Imperial crown with 
which the Kings of England have been crowned. Ii was 
made by Sir Robert Vyner, Royal goldsmith to Charl s II, 
to repluce the one broken up and sold by the Con mon- 
wealth in 1649. ‘This is the official crown, always evan at 
ром ons, and will be worn on the great occasion next 
une. 


The Designation, “St. Edward's Crown," 
comes from the ancient diadem, supposed to have been 
worn by King Edward the Confessor, which was preserved 
im Westminster Abbey until the rebellion in Charles the 
First's reign. To effect the necessary Alterations to make 
it suitable for King Edward VIE, the openwork rit in

There will be a good 
many besides Mr. Maclaren— whose position, with all 
due respect to that once brilliant cricketer, Lord Harris, is 
not quite the same as that of Mr. F. E. Lacey —in the field, 
and the subject will doubtless crop up again. Viewing the 
matter from the point of view that first-class cricket is 
played for the amusement of the public, it is quite correct 
to say that the game would suffer were some means not 
found to enable the amateurs who are not wealthy to play ; 
hut I do not qu'te follow those who argue that the game 
itself would suffer by the absence of such men from 
important matches. ‘That they would still play is beyond 
doubt, und their influence would simply be removed to the 
lower circles. On the subject of the paid amateur, I must 
confess to having an open mind, because I cannot find that 
any harm —unless to the individual who may have neglected 
other opportuniti«s—has arisen from creating such appoint- 
ments as assistant secretary (in one case, I believe, deputy- 
assistant), w;th no secretarial duties, or assistant treasurer, 
with no funds to take charge оѓ.
